From this it would appear that Stephen and James Gatlin accompanied Edward 
to the Chickasawhay River and returned home, since Edward is the only one 
on the tax list.

Edward Gatlan ~ Wayne County was formed in December 1809 from Washington County, 
M.T. Edward pays tax in the new county of Wayne, while Thomas pays his in the 
old county of Washington. 


1811 In 1811 Greene County was fromed from Wayne County and Edward and Thomas 
were cut off into Greene Coumty 


1812 Greene County, M-T. Edward Gatling pays one poll tax and tax for 7 slaves. 
Total tax 6.25. 


1815 Thomas Gatlin pays 1 poll tax in Greene County, M.T. Edward appears to have 
gone on to Pike County. There are no Gatlins in Wayne, Washington or Greene 
counties after 1815. Many people left the Washington, Greene andWayne county 
area in 1814 and 1815 due-to the Itidian uprisings in the area. 


1816 Edward is the only Gatlin in Mississippi in the 1816 Census. I believe that 
Edward and Thomas are enumerated together in this census in Pike County.

He is 
living next to John and Mary Hodges in 1850 census of Jones County and 
in 1860 Mary Hodges is living with Mitchel Gatlin. 


Since Wayne, Greene, Jones and Pike Counties are all burned out counties 


and have no early records, it is possible that Rankin County records, which 


are intact, may give some clues. 


It Thomas Gatlin owned property, his 


estate would have to be probated there and would probably name his heirs. 
If he left a will it should be there; if no will, then there will be 
papers showing disposition of the intestate estate.

First let me apologize for the delay in reporting to you on 
research in the Gatlin family. The holidays, the flu and’e death in 
the family all contributed to the delay. 


We have checked all the Rankin County, MS records available on 
microfilm at the Mormom Church and found nothing more than that which 
we had already sent you. 

The Probate Records on microfilm have a gap in them in the 1850's. 
I do not know if this was because this time period is missing from 
the courthouse or if the microfilm crew failed to copy this time period. 


There was no will in the will book for Thomas Gatlin. 


At present, I can think of no where else to look. It is still 
possible that in the loose papers in the Court House in Rankin 
County there might be something. These have not been filmed (if any 


exist) and the courthouse would need to be checked in person. 


There will be no charge for this research since it took us so 


long to get it completed. 


We will keep our eyes out for anything that might turn up as we 
work on our books and ‘should we find anything we will send it to you.

Dear Mr. Ruff: 


Thank you for your letter concerning the Gatlin Family. I hope 
that what I am enclosing will be of some help. There is a possibility 
that you may already have all that I am sending. 


We have a definite problem in researching in Mississippi. So 
many counties are burned counties. Wayne, Greene, Jones and Pike 
Counties are all burned counties, with records beginning in the late 
1870s or later. Jasper county is even worse, since the courthouse 
burned in the early 1900's. 


There is a possibility that one book that remains in Jones 
County might give us help. It is the book of final records which 
begins sometime in the 1840's and goes through the late 1800's. — 

It is a mixed book but appears to be final records of the Chancery 
Court. I have looked at several times before - it contains divorces, 
testimony given in divorce cases, settlement of estates, at least 
one adoption and miscellaneous matters which came before the Chancery 
Court. Have you ever looked at these records? 


I have not seen the book you speak of, but will look for it the 
next time I am in Mobile. 


I hope that I have helped some and will look forward to hearing 
from you again.

Sometime ago when I ordered some books from you, you 
mentioned you might be able to help on my Gatlin line down there close 
to you. Since I'm stuck I'm calling for help. Of course I would expect 
to pay a reasonable amount for help. 

My greatgrandfather Edward Gatlin was born in MS 7 Dec 
1824 and died MS 13 Sept 1887. He is buried at Sandersville. He 
married Nancy Catherine McDonald who was born 11 Aug 1824 at Old 
Augusta MS and die 24 May 1908 at Hattiesburg MS. She was the daughter 
of Dan McDonald and Hariett Heidelburg. My great grandfather Edward 
was the twin brother of Mitchell Gatlin who in the 1850 census was 
in Jones Co married to Cintha and had one daughter Mary 3 months old. 
Also in the 1850 Census in Jasper Co. there was an Edward Gatlin who 


was 46 years old married to a Charlotte who was only 30 so must have 
been a 2nd wife. I am wondering if this Edward would be the father of 
my Edward and twin Mitchell which fact might show up on his will if 
it could be found. I assume he would have died between 1870 and 1880. 
My Edward and Nancy had:Daniel Major (1859/1917); Jeff 
Hugh (1861/1923); Hariett D. (1864/1003); her twin John Mitchell (1864/ 
aft 1925); Mary Louella (1866/1004) my grandmother who married Jefferson 
Davis Bonner in Jones Co. 
I have the book, "The Gatlin Family in America” by Eva 
Lee McDuffie which goes up to the Gatlins in MS.but is much more 
complete on another Edward who was born also in 1824 but who settled 
in Pike Co. and this has given me problems. I think, but can't prove, 
that my Edward comes off of Thomas Gatlin (1740/1793) who had a son 


named Thomas born abt 1772 and was in MS by 1805 and he might very 
well have been the father of Edward born in 1804 and listed in the 


1850 census in Jasper Co.

Dear Mr. Strickland, 

I want to thank you for your very prompt reply to my 
Gatlin inquiry but you did not send a bill for services rendered and 
I do expect to pay. 

Like you said in your reply, I did have some of the 
material already but some of it proved very interesting and after 
digesting it for some time I have come to the conclusion that my 
Edward Gatlin was probably the son of Thomas rather than a grandson. 
Your 1850 census of Rankin Co. shows Thomas at age 71 which I believe 
is correct - shows him born in NC where my Edwards father was born - 
Shows him with children roughly in the age bracket with my Edward 
and his twin Mitchel - and finally shows him with children with 
names that fit into the picture. Now if we could just come up with 
a will of Thomas Gatlin which would list his heirs. I don't know 
who his wife was but she was born in Georgia according to the 1880 
census of my Edward in Wayne Co. MS. 

You also turned up a very interesting fact with the 
census of 1850 showing an Edward living with William Byrd family in 
Simpson Co and a teacher. Even though this age is wrong, it's not 
very wrong and could have been given by someone else. I have tried 
to find my Edward before the 1880 and this could very well have been 
the reason. I know that he did not marry until probably 1858 since 
their first child was born in 1859. 

I also have one more clue and that is a land description 
of a 20 acre parcel given to my mother by John Mitchell (Bud) Gatlin 
in 1924/1925. It is described as: the N 1/2 of NE 1/4 of NE 1/4 
sec 25 Tp 10 R 9W in Wayne County MS. This was part of land owned 
by J. M. Gatlin and might very well have originally belonged to 
my Edward Gatlin. This J. M. Gatlin ran a farm near Shubuta called 
Sugar Hill Farm and the letterhead listed he and his son W. B. Gatlin 
aS managers and his wife Lillian Brooks Gatlin as Sec/Treas. The 
mailing address was RFD #3 out of Shubuta and apparently the farm 
lay in Clarke and Wayne Co. 
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Anyway, I appreciate all you've done so far and hope 
maybe that you can turn up something else or maybe tell me where to 
turn. 

If i am supposing right, my Edward (1824/1887) was the 
son of Thomas (1779/?) who was the son of Thomas (1740/1793) who was 
the son of John Gatlin Jr (1718/? who was the son of John Gatlin Sr 
(ca 1696/? ) who was the son of Edward Gatlin (ca 1674/?) who was 
the son of William Gatlin who was the son of William Gatlin who was 
the sone of the original emigrant John Gatlin.

Here they would go around and round, Stopping at a certain time of 
the dance, and giving the war whoop; in which every ones voice was extended 
to its utmost capacity. At the close B ob-a-she-la; Bob-a-she-la with 
occasional broken Imglish. Me shoot-me kill big Creek Injin, pointing to 
their scalp at the same time. 

My uncle Daniel Huey (mother's brother) was in this war under Gen. 
Jackson, and returned to Fathers at the close very much debilitated: had 
been sick for some time. Mother took him in charge and by strictly dieting 
and nursing him he soon regained his health, and settled down as school 
teacher in Jefferson County on the Mississippi River, where he married and 
raised a family and amassed a considerable property which he finally sold 
and moved to Illinois or Indiana. 

I think he always attributed the restoration of his health to Mother's 
feeding him on ‘Indian Sofkey", a dish which she learned to prepare from 
the Indians. The ingredients were, cracked corn, or hominy beaten in a 
mortar, boiled until done; with a certain portion of lye made from ashes. 
This was an excellent dish, a regulator of the stomach and bowels, and which 
if used now; would be far superior to thousands of nostrums that are selling 
in the country. 

Father made a fair crop this year; as he generally did every year 
notwithstanding his frequent ‘moves; and now prepared for another so that 
fall or winter he moved further down a few miles to the 

=- Gatlin place — 
which was on the east side of the river, about five miles south of Bethel 
Church where he and mother held their membership and had done so from 
their first settlement in this county (Greene) and where they had worship~ 
ed all the time. 

He remained at this place three years 1815-16 & 17 with the intention 
of buying it, whenever those lands wer offered for sale by the General 
Government. Which sale took place at St. Stephens on the Bigby River in 
either 1816 or 17. I think the latter, He went expecting to buy it, but 
when he got there found out the land would be run on him, and by one whom 
he had not the least cause to suspect, and ome whom he always regarded ag 
a true and fast friend and brother in the church. This of course had a 
bad effect upon his feelings, as well as his great surprise. He sought 
an interview with him, but could not get him to desist but they finally 
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agreed to divide the tract, and each one buy one half, which Father knew 
was better for him than to have it put up and sold without some kind of

a i a compromise, knowing he was not able to compete with the other for the 
whole of it. So accordingly it was sold in two lots, and each one got 
the protion agreed upon in the compromise. Or it may have been all sold 
in a body and one (his competitor I suppose) bought it and then divided it. 
i In the division however Father had to relinquish a good deal of the 
land he wanted mostly; and considered it not at all in such a shape or 
i lying in such form as to make it desirable 50 at the end of 1817 
i or 1818 the same year that he bought it, sold it to Col. Morrison, at 
i a small profit I think at least did not lose by the transaction. 
i He made three crops here and generally good ones, and during this 
time he had collected together, several head of stock cattle and hogs; and 
in this way was increasing his means. But here a sad accident befell him; 
he was badly bitten by a snake on the foot ( a mockasin) from which he 
came near loosing his life and but for the skill and attention of Dr. 
Wheaton, it is presumable he would. 
ich Eere he was thrown among a kind, hospitable people such as Jacob 
Neely and family, Burwell Rouse, Mrs. Roberts, Mrs. Morrison, Henry Roberts 
and many others. 

In the fall of 1818 I think it was, he with brother Andrew made a

This townshp plat of Greene County, MS shows both Isaac 
Roberts and William Ramsey as owning this land and a purchase date of 
1817. Portions of the township plat of Greene County are missing, 
The paper had disintegrated before the old map was found and taken to 
the Mississippi Archives for microfilming.

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The Gatlin Family originated with John Gat- 
lin, who was born in the early 1600's, probably 
in England. John and his son William appear in 
Virginia land records in 1638, buying a tract 
known as ‘‘Dawson’s Neck.” William must 
have been born in the mid-1600’s. The names 
of their wives are not known. 
~ In 1676 in Isle of Wight, Virginia, a Mr. 
Gatlin is mentioned in the diary of Robert Mor- 
ris, Commander of the ship Young Prince, 


during the unrest leading to Bacon’s Rebel- 


lion. 

1683 is the last date that can be found in 
Virginia records for John Gatlin. 

Craven County, North Carolina records, 
dated March, 1683 show John Gatlin bought 
land on the west side of Richahock Creek with 
son William as a witness. John Gatlin is be- 
lieved to have died by 1698. 

William Gatlin had a son, Edward, born 
possibly about 1675 in Virginia, who went to 
North Carolina with his father. In 1703 Edward 
signed a petition in Pamlico, North Carolina, 
asking for more protection from the Indians, 
and in 1706 he appears on a list of Inhabitants 
of Nuse River, Bath County. Edward is be- 
lieved to have married Elizabeth Pitt. Their 


son, John Gatlin, was probably born about: 


1700. 

In 1722 John Gattling of Nuse in Bath Coun- 
ty purchased land. This John’s wife is un- 
known, but their son, John Jr., was later (be- 
tween 1730-1741) appointed Constable of 
Bear Creek on the north side of Nuse River, 
and also he petitioned to keep a ferry on Little 
River with John Sr. putting up security. 

. In 1725 the will of Edward Gatlin was filed, 
naming wife, Elizabeth and son, John, as ex- 
ecutors. 

John Gatlin Jr.’s wife was named Mary and 
their son, Edward Gatlin (later to be known as 
Captain) was born about 1733. During that 
year John Gatling signed a petition to the Gov- 
ernor requesting that the seat of government 
be moved to the south side of the Neuse River. 
This petition was also signed by Robert and 
William Pittes, believed to be related to the 
Gatlins. 

Captain Edward Gatlin’s wife was Elizabeth 
Smith, daughter of Abraham Smith. They had 
a son, also named Edward, born probably 
about 1765 in Craven or Pitt County, North 
Carolina. On May 11, 1781 Edward, the son, 
enlisted as a private in Raiford’s Company, 
North Carolina Continental Line. He left this 
service May 17, 1782. Captain Edward Gatlin 
is shown as having rendered public service in 
the Revolutionary War. Prior to June of 1782 
Captain Edward Gatlin is said to have died. 
Tradition has it that he was murdered by Corn- 
wallis’ men at Streets Ferry, North Carolina.

After 
attaining manhood, James Gatlin, later a Colo- 
nel in the Confederate Army, married Rosabla 
Wells, daughter of Nathaniel Wells and grand- 
daughter of Thomas Wells, both Revolutionary 
soldiers of North Carolina. feat 

Subsequently the Gatlins settled in Pike 
County, Mississippi, on the Bogue Chitto Riv- 
er. Many of their descendants still live in this 
area today.

Stephen Gatlin and wife, Martha (Patsy) 
Gaskins (b. 11-17-1819 d. 8-25-1914) had six 
children — John, Alfred, Abner, Elizabeth, 
Mary Ann and Gardner. They raised their fami- 
ly on a farm in the Cool Spring section near 
Askin. Stephen and his oldest son John left 
home to fight in the Civil War. Stephen died of 
poisoning in a Union prisoner of war camp.

John Gatlin (b. 11-7-1846 d. 3-5-1933) 
married Margaret Louvenia Gaskins (b. 6-12- 
1852 d. 5-22-1931). They had one child, Julia 
Amanda (b. 9-27-1870 d. 7-8-1917) who mar- 
ried a Potter. She died at childbirth, and her 
parents raised her surviving son, Ira Winfred 
Potter, (b. 1906 d. 1966). Winfred was a me- 
chanic and school bus driver for Craven Coun- 
ty Schools for many years. He lived in the 
Gatlin homeplace until his death. 

Alfred married and later moved to Lenoir 
County. He had two children, Oliver and 
Emma. Abner went to Bonneau, $.C., where 
he married and raised a family. He and his 
daughter Ellie are shown in the family picture. 

Elizabeth (Lizzie) married John Laughing- 
house and lived in the Vanceboro area. Mary

Miss Becky had 2 girls and 2 boyse One boy was Pat and the other John
